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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8-4-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

While the examiner agrees with applicant's assertion of differences between the 
Naidu reference and the invention disclosed in applicant's disclosure, the claims in the 
instant invention are broad such that Naidu may be properly construed as teaching the 
instant claims. While Naidu is drawn to a distributed antenna network, the claims do not 
limit themselves such that a distributed antenna network teaches away from the instant 
invention. Further, Naidu discloses that the delays are synchronized "so that the air 
frame timing between cells served by the remote antenna units is enhanced and the 
hand-off performance therebetween is improved" in col 1 lines 24-27, and as such the 
reception of signals at the mobile station coherently.
